This report presents the number 
and area of all census-farms reported 
in the 1971 Census of Agriculture with 
comparable totals for the 1966 Census. 


"Census-farms" are defined as 
agricultural holdings of one acre or 
more with sales of agricultural prod- 
ucts during the 12 months prior to 
June 1, 1971 of $50 or more. This is 
the same definition that was used in 


the 1966 and 1961 Censuses. 


In some sections of the Province 
of Quebec, the land measure is the 
"arpent" and respondents reported 
area data in this unit. The conver- 
sion to acres was made by Statistics 
Canada, using the factor "1,000 
arpents equal 845 acres".
